ANNOUNCEMENT RE TORQUAY CONFERENCE 

Foreign traders may soon tind it easier to untangle the trade and exchange controls 
that tie up most international business. 

There's a brand new code of standard practices for sovernments to follow on their 
trade and exchange controls. It was hammered out last month at a 29-nation session of 
the signers of the Geneva Agreement on Tariff & Trade (GATT) at Torquay, England 

The code starts working immediately But like all GATT resolutions, it isn’t binding 
on the members. Its effectiveness will be measured over a period of time, as the member 
countries use the code as a bargaining point at future GATT meetings. For example, one 
country tells another: “You didn't live up to the code at this point. so why should we 
make a concession to vou on this point?” 

Here's how the new rules stack up 

(1) One would guarantee an importer the necessary foreign eXchange to finance a 
purchase for which he already has an import license. All too often, European importers are 
eut on a limb They have the necessary import license but none of the right kind of 
money to buy, particularly in the U.S 

(2 & 3) Would exempt all goods in transit and, in some cases, those on order from new 
or suddenly revised import restrictions. 

(4) Stresses prompt processing of import and export licenses and exchange permits 
They should remain in force long enough to allow for production and delivery of goods 

(5) Would commit governments setting up import quotas to give all importers plenty 
f time to apply for licenses, and set contracts with the exporters 

(6) Make sure that reliable newcomers get a crack at the quotas, along with the old 
established importers. 

The U. S. already lives up to this code; so does Britain. Offenders are mainly con- 
tinental European countries and others who are slow to put administrative measures In-

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MARINE INSURANCE in 
An Unsettled W or

HEN you drive over a bumpy road the shock absorber is bound to get a 


workout. 


You are all well aware that foreign trade since the war has had 


its rough spots, but I want to assure you that your marine insurance shock 
absorber is still functioning and is ready to take on the even greater jolts that 


may be ahead. 
lems faced by marine underwriters. 


I do not propose to burden the reader with a catalog of the preb- 
I would however like to go over some of the 


current insurance questions facing foreign trade and to discuss with you how we 


may jointly meet them. 


First, I would like to deal with the question of wars and rumors of wars. At 
the present time, American underwriters are in a position to meet in full the war 


risk insurance requirements of American 
exporters and importers. Many are aware 
that in 1939, some four months before the 
cutbreak of hostilities, American marine 
insurers formed an organization known as 
the Cargo War Risk Reinsurance Ex- 
change. That Exchange which functioned 


all through World War II and which is 
still functioning today, in effect puts the 


war risk capacity of all its members at the 
disposal of any one of its members. 
Throughout World War II and right up 
to the present, an American exporter or 
importer, thanks to the Exchange, could 
purchase war risk insurance sufficient for 
all legitimate needs through his customary 
underwriter. The war risk insurance fa- 
cilities of the commercial market were 
supplemented in World War II by parallel 
facilities made available through the Gov- 
ernment. This Government insurance was 
utilized primarily in connection with the 
economic and price stabilization policies of 
the Government, and at certain times rates 
were named which were lower than those 
of the commercial market. Legislation 
has recently been enacted which would 
permit the Government in a further emer- 
gency to provide somewhat similar protec- 
tion. While the new statute is based large- 
ly upon the old one and reflects actual 
operating experience in World War II, 
there are certain differences which I am 
sure will be of interest to the reader. 
The new legislation does not permit the 
Government to name rates based upon 
considerations of general price stabiliza- 
tion, but rather requires that rates must 
be named reflecting the actual hazard in- 
volved. It may accordingly be anticipated 
that if this Government insurance is made 
operative as to cargo, the motive will not 
he to freeze prices at any artificial level 





but rather to provide adequate capacity 
for the needs of American commerce. 
While, as I have stated, the commercial 
market today provides adequate capacity 
for all American cargoes, it is conceivable 
that the outbreak of an atomic war would 
involve potentialities of loss greater than 
the private underwriters could _ bear. 
Should this eventuate, the Government 
facilities will be an anchor to windward, 
and will place American traders in a situ- 
ation of parity with their foreign competi- 
tors, whose governments have in certain 
important instances already perfected 
plans for similar protection. 

The second major difference between the 
new legislation and that utilized in World 
War II is that the Government is directed 
wherever practicable to utilize commercial 
insurance underwriters as agents in the 
handling of Government insurance. While 
similar permission was incorporated in 
the prior situation, there was no legisla- 
tive mandate that this course should be 
followed and at the outset of the war, in- 
surances were provided directly through 
the Government bureau involved. This 
change of emphasis in the new legislation 
is a reflection of the fact that many of 
the difficulties which arose in the initial 
stages of World War II were eliminated 
once the facilities of commercial insurance 
companies were utilized. 

It is my understanding that procedures 
and regulations to give effect to the new 
legislation are being prepared, so that in 
the event of any emergency it should be 
possible to make Government war risk in- 
surance available promptly. When these 
procedures and regulations are completed, 
foreign traders will have the current pro- 
tection of a tested commercial market,

with the further facilities of the Govern- 
ment as a standby in case of need. 

The second current insurance question 
is the growing tendency of certain foreign 
governments to pursue a highly national- 
istic policy in the field of marine insur- 
unce. The motives underlying this policy 
are, generally speaking, twofold: tirst 
the desire to avoid dollar expenditures fo. 
insurance premiums; and, second, the de- 
sire to build up autonomous national ma- 
rine insurance markets. While both of 
these motives are quite understandable, I 
would like to point out that the net effect 
is harmful to the interests of foreign trade. 
To the extent that the requirement to in- 
sure in local rather than world markets is 
motivated by the desire to conserve dollars, 
the net effect is a loss of purchasing power 
insofar as replacement of goods lost is 
concerned. Where an American export 
paid for in dollars is insured in a soft 
currency and subsequently lost through an 
insured peril, the consignee’s recovery is 
in the soft currency and replacement of 
the lost goods in dollar markets is impos- 
sible without a further drain on the for- 
eign currency reserves of the country in- 
volved. 

To the extent that the requirement to 
insure in local rather than world markets 
is motivated by the desire to build up an 
otherwise weak national market, the net 
effect is both a weakening of the security 
underlying the foreign trade transaction 
and an increase in insurance costs. In 
many of the instances where, through the 
device of import permits or oherwise, local 
marine insurance is required, ocean cargo 
rates are substantially higher than com- 
petitive world market rates, and an addi- 
tional burden is placed upon the flow of 
foreign trade. The National Foreign 
Trade Council has consistently supported 
American marine insurance concerns in 
protesting nationalistic regulation of the 
type referred to. In doing so, it has sup- 
ported not only sound economic principle 
but also the direct interests of its mem- 
bers, the exporters and importers of the 
United States. 

The third question is the threat of 
excessive governmental regulation. Tradi- 
tionally marine insurance has been a field 
of free competition. On every foreign 
trade transaction the insurance may be 
placed by either the importer or the ex- 
porter, so that competition is not limited 
to companies within one insurance market 
but also exists as between insurance mar- 
lets. Moreover, rates of shippers in the 
same trade frequently show variations, 
reflecting better experience due to more 
careful packing, more careful handling by 
consignees, etc. To date marine insurers

HOUSTON— 
Second Greatest Seaport

OUSTON is the second greatest sea- 

port in the nation—only New York 
moves a greater total tonnage — and 
Houston has just begun to grow. Thirty- 
five years ago Houston—on the banks of 
shallow and sluggish Buffalo Bayou—was 
50 miles from deep water. Houston capi- 
tal raised half the funds necessary for 
dredging and so impressed the federal 
government with this aggressive private 
enterprise that Congress appropriated the 
other half of funds to dredge a deepwater 
channel down the 25 miles of Buffalo 
Bayou and thence 25 miles further through 
Galveston Bay to the Gulf of Mexico. 

In its brief 35 years, Houston has sur- 
passed and exceeded ports many times 
older so that it not only ranks second in 
the nation in total tonnage but third in 
export tonnage and fifth in import ton- 
nage. In 1949 Houston led the nation 
with a world trade increase of 49% over 
1948. Import tonnage increased 246%. 
Houston is a 40-million-ton port. 

Houston has built a better world gate- 
way for the tremendous Southwestern and 
Mid-Continental of the United States- 
reaching from the Alleghenies to the 
Rockies and from Canada to Mexico—and 
the world is beating a path to Houston’s 
door. All the world wants to sell to the 
U. S. dollar market. And Houston’s 246% 
import increase not only shows promise- 
it shows that Houston produces results. 

Houston’s astonishing and continuing 
growth did not just happen. Many agen- 
cies and interests combined in harmonious 
cooperation to achieve these outstanding 
results. One of the chief world trade pro- 
motion agencies is the World Trade Com-

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mittee and Department of the Houston 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The Chamber’s World Trade Committee, 
composed of some thirty of Houston’s 
foremost world traders with Mr. Sydnor 
Oden as Chairman and with Mr. Fisher G. 
Dorsey as Vice Chairman, last year ap- 
pointed fourteen specialized subcommit- 
tees to consider particular problems. Pan 
American Day was sponsored to renew 
public interest in the vital necessity of 
maintaining sympathetic and understand- 
ing Hemispheric solidarity, especially in 
these perilous times. World Trade Week 
was sponsored to focus public attention on 
the vital importance of sound world trade 
‘n maintaining our domestic economy and 
standard of living at high level. Hous- 
ton’s first world trade directory, included 
us a special section in the renowned 
Houston Buyers’ Guide of the Chamber of 
Commerce, has been compiled from sur- 
veys through advanced business machine 
techniques. Informational packets with 
world trade-travel stimulating informa- 
tion on Houston have been sent to govern- 
mental, public and private trade-libraries 
in democratic nations all over the world— 
remarks on returned receipt postcards in- 
dicate the world-wide welcome of this 
practical idea. The Spring Cruise of 
the Stella Polaris, internationally known 
luxury cruiser, was sponsored from Hous- 
ton through the Gulf and Caribbean. 
Federal Government policies on questions 
affecting Houston’s world trade were 
studied and representations, approved by 
the Board of Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce, were made where appropriate.

committee personnel each year brings new 
ideas and fresh enthusiasms into our pro- 
gram of work. The remaining 50° of 
the Committeemen, together with the 
staff of the World Trade Department 
which serves as secretariat for the Com- 
mittee, maintain the continuity so that 
the program of work moves forward un- 

interruptedly. 

The Staff of the World Trade Depart- 
ment, largest of the Chamber’s seventeen 
highly specialized departments, performs 
many routine services for Houston’s world 
traders. Last year, enough words of com- 
mercial correspondence in six languages 
were translated without charge to fill a 
historical novel. An increasing number of 
shipping documents are certified free of 
charge each month and world trade in- 
quiries—both domestic and foreign—show 
unprecedented growth. 

Technical advice to world traders con- 
stitutes much of the work load and re- 
quires the maintenance of an _ excellent 
and well-rounded professional library 
which is expanding almost beyond its 
facilities. The World Trade News Letter, 
published every two weeks, takes to our 
world traders overseas and throughout 
cur world trade hinterland the professional 
news of the trade together with growing 
lists of “Trade Tips.” Through a newly 
devised code system, the Chamber’s World 
Trade Department publishes trade tips for 
Houston’s service organizations and con- 
sular offices. As domestic shortages be- 
come more apparent, interest in overseas 
trade tips develops rapidly. 

The Department serves as Secretariat 
of the International Committee of the 
Houston Fat Stock Show—Largest show 
of its kind in the Southwest. Some 10,000 
specially illustrated brochures printed in 
Spanish together with Spanish language 
press releases are being sent to associa- 
tions, schools, newspapers, and trade 
papers throughout Latin America—the 
impact of this program will be many 
times 10,000. Last year representatives 
of 17 nations attended Houston’s Fat 
Stock Show and enjoyed the hospitality 
of the International Room which is an an- 
nual event at one of the local hotels dur- 
ing the Show which in 1951 runs January 
51 through February 11. 

The Department also serves as_ sec- 
1etariat of the Houston World Trade As- 
sociation which is financing the publica- 
tion and distribution abroad of 4000 
reprints of Houston’s first World Trade 
Directory. The Panel Discussion Commit- 
tee of the Association organizes meetings 
of special interests in world trade to con- 
sider particular trade problems. 

The spectacular growth of Houston as 
a world trade center, matched by equal

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
seneral imports from the participating E.C.A. European Program countries, including 
Turkey, rose from $122.3 million in September to $156.6 million in October, reaching a 
level about 87 per cent above the January-September, 1950, monthly average of $83.8 
million and approximately 123 per cent higher than the 1949 monthly average of $70.2 
million. From September to October, increases occurred in imports from most of the 
countries included under this program. Countries reflecting the most important increases 
in imports during this period were as follows: the United Kingdom from $31.5 to $39.1 
million, Belgium and Luxembourg from $10.8 to $17.1 million, Italy from $10.4 to $16.6 
million, Germany from $11.0 to $15.2 million and Turkey from $4.8 to $8.6 million. October 
imports from other countries included under this program remained near their September 
levels 
United States exports of domestic and foreign merchandise to the E.C.A. European 
Program countries, including Turkey, were valued at $236.7 million in October, a slight 
decrease from the September level of $242 million. However, October exports were 
somewhat higher than the January-September, 1950, monthly average of $230.2 million. 
Countries reflecting the largest decreases in exports were Germany which fell from $42.7 
million in September to $33.5 million in Octoher and Ireland (Eire) which dropped from 
$5.4 to $2.5 million. Other countries registering noticeable decreases in exports were 
Norway, Italy, Portugal, and the United Kingdom. However, these decreases were partly 
offset by rises in exports to France, Belgium and Luxembourg, Switzerland and Greece.

CLASSIFICATION DECISIONS 


EWELRY—ARTIFICIAL FLOWERS: The 

imported articles consisted of pins or 
brooches, composed of metal and glass, rep- 
resenting a conventional flower displaying 
a petal and pistil or stamen formation, 
backed with a pin for attachment on gar- 
ments. Paragraph 1527(a)(2) of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, as modified by the Mexican 
Trade Agreement (T.D. 50797), imposed a 
rate equivalent to 55% ad valorem on 
“jewelry, commonly or commercially so 
known, . of whatever material composed,” 
but provided that the jewelry “shall not be 
subject to a less amount of duty than would 
be payable if the article were not dutiable 
under this paragraph.’ The imported ar- 
ticles were classified by the collector at 
60% under paragraph 1518 as artificial 
flowers composed wholly or in chief value 
of materials other than yarns, threads, fila- 
ments, ete. The collector based his action on 
the proviso in paragraph 1527(a)(2).,The 
importer's protest claimed the merchandise 
was dutiable at the rates provided in para- 
gwraph 1527(a)(2), on the ground that the 
imported merchandise does not consist of 
articles in chief value of artificial flowers. 

Plaintiff's witness stated that he had seen 
the articles used many times by being worn 
on garl..ents and hats as jewelry for the 
purposes of ornamentation, and that he had 
never seen them used any other way 

The Court found that the imported ar- 
ticles consisted of a representation of a 
flower, and cited Cochran Co. v. United 
States, 10 Ct. Cust. Appls. 62, T.D. 38336, 
which held that an article within the arti- 
ficial flower provision of the Tariff Act need 
not truly represent any natural flower. It is 
enough if the article simulates the natural 
flower in its physical characteristics and 
appearance sufficiently to cause it in com- 
mon understanding to be regarded as flow- 
ers produced not by nature, but by the hand 
of man 

The Court concluded that artificial flowers 
and jewelry were not mutually exclusive 
and that an artificial flower might at the 
same time be an article of jewelry. Apply- 
ing the proviso in the jewelry paragraph, 


that ‘‘none of the 

foregoing shall be 

subject to a less 

amount of duty 

than would be payable if the article were 
not dutiable under this paragraph,” the 
Court upheld the Collector’s classification. 
(Coro, Inc. v. United States. Protest 144096-

GLASSWARE —CASED OR PLATED— 
GLASS ARTICLES: The imported merchan- 
dise consisted of plated or cased glass, 
decorated by cutting, and valued at over $1 
each. They were produced by a blowing 
process in addition to being cased and cut, 
and consisted of vases and bowls.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—INVOICES—LUMBER 

Due to the exemption from import tax provided for Englemann spruce in section 2 
ot Public Law 852, 8lst Congress, approved September 27, 1950, which amended section 
3424 (a) of the Internal Revenue Code (relating to the exemption of certain lumber from 
import tax), the need for a statement of the importer or other person having knowledge 
of the facts setting forth the reasons for his belief that the lumber covered by the 
invoice is Western white spruce as provided for in T.D. 51770, no longer exists. The 
additional information was required for the purpose of distinguishing between Western 
white spruce, which was exempt from import tax under the provisions of section 3424 (a), 
supra, and Englemann spruce, which was subject to the import tax. 

The requirement in T.D. 51770 (12 F. R. 6871) of additional information on customs 
invoices for Western white spruce lumber for which an exemption is claimed from the 
import tax prescribed by the first sentence of the Internal Revenue Code, section 3424 (a), 
under the authority of the second sentence of that provision, is hereby revoked. 

T.D. 49643 (8), as modified by T.D. 51770 (12 F. R. 6871), is further amended to read 
as follows: 

(8) With respect to lumber claimed to be exempt from the import tax prescribed by 
the first sentence of section 3424 (a), Internal Revenue Code, under authority of the 
second sentence of that provision, as amended by section 2 of Public Law 852, 81st Con- 
gress, approved September 27, 1950, which exemption applies to Northern white pine 
(pinus strobus), Norway pine (pinus resinosa), and Western white spruce entered for 
consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption on or after July 1, 1938, and 
to Englemann spruce entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for con- 
sumption on or after October 7, 1950, there shall be filed in connection with the entry, 
preferably on the invoice filed with the entry, a declaration of the shipper or other per- 
son having knowledge of the facts, as to the species of lumber comprising the shipment, 
that is whether it is Northern white pine (pinus strobus), Norway pine (pinus resinosa), 
Western white spruce, or Englemann spruce. 

Page 1207 : 

Section 8.13 (4), Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR, 8.13 (i)), as amended, is 
hereby further amended by deleting “and western white spruce,” from the item “Northern 
white pine (pinus strobus), Norway pine (pinus resinosa), and western white spruce lum- 
ber for which exemption is claimed from the import tax prescribed by the first sentence 
of Internal Revenue Code, sec. 3424 (a),” and substituting therefor “Western white spruce, 
and Englemann spruce”: by deleting “51770, Oct. 9, 1947": from the listing of Treasury 
decisions opposite said item; and by changing to a semicolon the period at the end of 
said listing and adding the number and date of this decision (T.D. 52620.)

In order to facilitate the prompt examination and clearance of samples which ac- 
company a commercial traveler, it is desirable (1) that such samples be examined and 
passed by an inspector at the place of arrival on a baggage declaration under section 
308 (3), Tariff Act of 1930, (2) that the required bond be given without either surety or a 
cash deposit in lieu of surety, and (3) that section 10.36, Customs Regulations of 1943, 
specifically incorporate the applicable exemption from certified and commercial invoice 
requirements in the case of samples not exceeding $500 in value (T.D. 52430). 

It is desirable also that the regulations provide that a certified copy of the baggage 
declaration and descriptive list be furnished the commercial traveler for use in register- 
ing the samples upon his departure from the United States and for use in clearing them 
on his return, when he makes side trips to contiguous countries during the period of the 
bond given at the time of entry, or within any lawful extension of such period; and that 
bond be canceled by exportation under customs supervision in accordance with the re- 
quirements of section 10.38, Customs Regulations of 1943, when the samples are finally 
taken out of the United States within the period of the bond, including any lawful extension

QUOTA ON WHITE OR IRISH POTATOES, OTHER THAN CERTIFIED 
SEED 

The following procedure is established for the control of the tariff-rate quota on 
imports for consumption of white or Irish potatoes, other than certified seed, for the 12- 
month period ending September 14, 1951. 

During the period January 8 through September 14, 1951, importers of white or Irish 
potatoes, other than certified seed, shall be required to deposit estimated duties at the 
full tariff rate prescribed in item 771 of Part 1 of Schedule XX of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (T.D. 51802). 

The time zone and exact standard time of acceptance shall be noted on each entry 
for consumption covering this class of potatoes,and shall be recorded on the quota re- 
ports of collectors of customs. 

The quota status for duty purposes of such importations will be determined by the 
Bureau as soon as possible after receipt of complete reports from collectors and comp- 
trollers of customs. [B/L. 2724.]

QUOTA—OILS 


The new tariff quota which will be applicable to imports of crude oil, topped crude 
and fuel oil beginning January 1, 1951 has been allocated by Presidential l’roclamation as 
follows: Venezuela 59.4 per cent, the Netherlands (including overseas territories) 18.7 
per cent, all other countries 21.9 per cent 

As a result of the termination of the trade agreement with Mexico effective Decem- 
ber 31, 1950 taxable imports of crude oil, topped crude oil and fuel oil in 1951 will be 
taxed at the rate of 10% cents a barrel in the case of imports not in excess of 5 per cent 
of the crude runs to stills in the United States during 1950. Taxable imports in excess 
of the 5 per cent quota will be taxed at the rate of 21 cents a barrel. It is the low 
duty imports to which the allocations apply. 

The quantity of crude oil processed in the United States in 1950 against which the 
quota will be calculated will be announced by the Treasury Department after determina- 
tion by the Department of the Interior. A forecast in November by the Bureau of 
Mines estimated that the crude runs to stills in the United States in 1950 will be slightly 
in excess of 2 billion barrels It is estimated that roughly one-third of the taxable im- 
ports in 1951 of the products covered will be within the quota allowed and thus qualify 
for the 10% cent rate More than half of the total will be at the new high rate of 21 
cents. The remainder is for government purchase or for use as bunkers of ships and 
therefore tax free
